In anſwer to this black bill of indiftmen, I ſay, that fo farrc as it holds 
forth to the world any thing that 1s true, I (hall be willing to own it.

Firft, IT went to Zary, and there inade in a Sermonza recantation and 
retraftation of what I bad done, in the hearing of thoulands, And this 
I did before the times turned againlt Zpiſcopacy, not out of diſcontent, 
nor becauſe I was diſappointed of my experted preferment :t Court. 

Secondly,After my comming to Zondenat the beginning of this Par-

I wasthefri|t that openly before a {ommirree of P ar- 
iament did defend that ont BiBops were not only not an Order diſtin 
from Preſbyters, but that in Scripture a Biſhop and Preſbyter were all 
once. I bluſh to ſpeak of theſe thinrs, but the judicious Reader will con- 
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der how 7 am provoked toit, and will pardon me, The Lord know- 
eth I did thele things to make reparation to the Church of God, for what 
wrong | had done Her. Fer my conſcience was at laſt fully ſatisfied, 
that the bringing in of thoſe innovations was but a {hving-horn to draw 
in, if not the Pope, yet Popery, and it was the grict of my {ul that I
